EXPLAINS 
NEW ORDER 


Tokyo, Dec. 11, 

The China Affairs Committee nt- 
tached to the China Affairs Board, 
to-day unanimously adopted the banie 
principles of the proposed New Order 
in East Asia‘in reply to the questions 
referred to it by Premler Abe in his 
eapaelty as the Chalrman of the Com- 
mittee. ? 


The melsure outlining the basic 
ideas of the new Enst Asian order 
reads in substance rs follows: 

The New Order’of East Asia should 
be composed of such fundamental 
characteristics as joint defence of 
East Asla, the liquidation of the 
systema of Imperialistle domination, 
the establishment of an Asintie co- 
operative relationship, and the promo- 
tion of a new Oriental culture, while 
i. should be designed to effectuate 
the solidification of co-relations be- 
tween Japan, Manchukuo and Chinn; 


The new. economic order to be 
established In Enst Asin must reject 
the exploilive dominntion of Occl- 
dental Imperialism on the one hand, 
and on the other It must restrain the 
selfish, monopolistle activity on the 
part of Japan. In the new order, 
China must be converted from the 
objective of Powers’ avariees Into a 
paradise of mutuat Prosperity for the 
Asiatic peoples, 

To make China complete its condl- 
tions as ‘a modern independent coun- 
try at once in name und in sub- 
stunce, it is an indispensable re- 
quisite for China to undertake and 
fulfill ita share of obligations. In the 
construction of o new ‘order og one 
pillar of the East Asian axis. 


Japan's Assistance 


Japan should be ready to extend 
unstinted nssistance (to China in 
achieving the latter's aspirations for 
the new order. -- 

The new order of East Asia, how- 


ever, will never mean ‘to reject the |’ 


legitimate international activities of 
well-meaning third Powers, and 
there should be no apprehensions for 
refusing friendly co-operation by 
third countries in the eéonomic and 
cultural developments of East Asin. 

What Japan desires for the 
enormous sacrifices in the course of 
the prosecution of the China Affair 
is not territorinl cession: or’ in- 
demnity but only the construction of 
a new order In East Asia, 

The methods of subjugating other 
peopics and dominating them _force- 
fully will nat conform to the sup: 
rulings of the, Imperial Way which 
are Inherent in the hearts of the 
Japanese people. The Imperial Way 
of Japan shares the same essential 
principles with the Kingly Way of 
Ching, *  * ‘ 7 7 

From the viewpoint ofthe Imperial 
Way which regards the universe as a 
joint house, It will never make wise 
statecraft to appolnt East Asin as the 
exclusive scope for o single people 
and aspire for hasty achievements. 

In the modern world where Nation- 
allsm has already made its full pro- 
aresy, it is a dangerous world policy 
to think lightly of nationalistic dens, 
and Japan'a world-wide — statecraft 
should necessarily be conducted In, 
the direction of acting as n leader in 
organising a union of different 
peoples: bused on autonomous co- 
operation, 

Reallsing Idcal 


Thus ‘the coristruction of na new 
Eost Asian order through the har- 
monisation and collaboratlon of 
Japon, Manchukuo and China Is to 
realise the ideal and spirlt inspiring 
the founding of the Japanese Empire 
on-the Eust Asian Continent.

Spotted At 20,000ft. 

The alarm was given shortly alter 
10 yesterday morning, and within 24% 
minutes half a dozen of our machines 
were in the air. 

At almost the same time one of 
the German Heinkel twin-engined 
bombers was: spotted flying very 
high, about 20,000 feet and the two 
machines thnt started to chase him 
had a ‘full 40 minutes’ flight at-top 
speed.
